to welcome 


I am_ pleased 
you to Northern Essex Com- 
munity College for the coming 
year. You are among the more 
than 1000 students who come 


from 70 communities in the 
greater Merrimack Valley Re- 
gion. This truly makes us a 
community college for the citi- 
zens of this part of the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts. 

Northern Essex Community 
College opened in September 
1961 and welcomed 186 stu- 
dents in its first freshman class. 
Since then the enrollment has 
increased to a very large extent 
each year. There are at present 
40% more students in the Col- 
ege than there were last year. 
Without doubt we have almost 
reached the point of saturation 
as far as our facilities will per- 
mit. 

Because there are many stu- 
dents and because space is some- 
what limited, we shall find it 
difficult to make our college 
experience as easy as we would 
like. We are confident, how- 
ever, that you will cooperate 
with us under the present cir- 
cumstances so that we may 
move more easily to our new 


college campus which soon will 
leave the drawing boards and 
enter into the phase of con- 
struction. 

It perhaps would be interest- 
ing for you to know something 
of the philosophy of the Col- 
lege as it is expressed in the col- 
lege seal. The seal was developed 
by members of the student 
body in 1962. On the left side 
of the shield, which is the cen- 
iter of the seal, is a lion rampant. 
This comes from the seal of the 
House of Essex, after which 
family this county was named. 
On the right of the seal is the 
northern star indicating our 
geographic position in the Com- 
monwealth. In the center is a 
symbol of a river, the Mer- 
rimack, and beneath it is an In- 
dian arrow which links us to 
the original inhabitants of this 
country. The motto at the base 
of the shield uses the phrase 
“Yet More Light.’’ This was 
taken from the farewell speech 
of Master Robinson on _ the 
days of the departure of the 
Pilgrims from Leyden, Hol- 
land. In it he said that he was 
“confident that the Lord had 
more truth and light to break 
forth out of His Holy word.” 

This message was addressed 
ito a group who were setting out 
on a voyage to a new world. 
They were given a message of 
hope that there was “Yet More 
Light’ in the darkness of their 
experiences. We hold this as a 
fitting motto for our new col- 
lege in these days. The quota- 
tion links us to our past inher- 
itance from our daring ances- 
tors. The symbol of the atom 
above the shield recognizes the 
new development of modern 
knowledge and the promise of 
what is yet to be. 

We feel that in this college 
we can emphasize the idea of 
“Yet More Light.’’ The name 
of our yearbook, which is

Mithin the past twenty-five 
years, the number of students 
attending institutions of high- 
er education has more than dou- 
bled. Founded primarily to 
cope with the education needs 
of this influx of students, 
Northern Essex has more than 
quintupled in number of stu- 
dents since it was founded in 
1961. 

From the modest enrollment 
of 186 it has rapidly grown to 


a student body of 1045 (40% 
over last year) day students 
and 266 evening students. 


Northern Essex Community 
College with a faculty-student 
ratio which enables students to 
receive personal attention, serves 
not only the needs of students 
from the Merrimack Valley and 
surrounding areas, but has also 
attracted students from other 
countries.

He 
has his M.A. from Columbia University and has worked 
extensively in the Ph.D. program in Humanities at Syracuse 
University.
